I he Earlv ille Leader g iv es the follow 
ing interesting account of a new well dis 
cov ered in the town of Freedom, LaSalle 
county. 
“ Ole K. Oleson, near Harding 
has a famous well which has just been 
completed. 
The well was dug thirty feet 
with a spade and bored six feet. 
While 
boring the six feet the augur suddenly 
fell about two feet and water boiled up 
through the hole in enormous quantities. 
After some difficulty they succeeded in 
driv ing a plug into the hole and procced- 
• ed to stone up the w ell. 
After stoning ‘ 
about sixteen feet 
darkness ov ertook 
them and thinking that they had stoned 
the well as high as the water would reach 
that nig ht they decided to pull out the 
plug and let the water in. 
As soon as 
the plug was remov e j, howev er, the wat 
er boiled in at a fearful rate and they 
could see at once that if the well was not 
stoned up immediately it could not be 
stoned at all 
T hey therefore procured a 
lantern and Mr. Campbell was lowered 
for the purpose; about the time he was in 
position to go to work there was a terrific 
explosion, burning Mr. Campbell v ery 
badly, and throwing Mr. Parish, who was 
at the windlass, a distance of fifteen feet. 
The flame from the explosion reached 
twelv e feet abov e the well. 
The explo­ 
sion was caused by gas which had come 
in with the water. 
Mr. Oleson will en­ 
deav or to make it a flowing well and ex­ 
pects ta g et gas enough from it to lig ht

er» , master and serv ants, p ledged anew 
their dev otion to each other, and receiv ed 
gift» of good things; of the religious fcs- 
Hv Ss, w i n the m ister’s household, like a 
great heart, beat for the birth and death, 
the joy and sorrow, of his tenantry. 
Here, for two centuries, the d a u g h te rs 
of the house had been giv en in marriage, 
without sp oken v ow or p riestly viU ; but by 
gift and soag» dance and cheer, be0an their, 
new career. 
From thence had gone out 
the father to Yeddo or Fukui on p ublic or 
p riv ate business—the sons for education 
and culture, the daughters for trav el or re­ 
ligio us duty. 
T hese walls had echoed with 
songs and laughter» w ith cries and sobs. 
Here, to time of bereav ement, to th eo ra- 
tory of the house where the sacred lights 
and incense burn, one after another black 
tablet was set, gilt-lettered, to be honored 
by later generations. 
In the p ath by the old shrine, made sa­ 
cred by the rev erent beliefs of generations, 
I took mv final leav e of this interesting 
family. 
I asked for a memento from it« 
hallowed contents, and the ex-p rince gav e 
me a case of light wood, containing an 
amulet written in Sanskrit and Chines©, for 
th© p rotection of this ancient house; and 
as I p assed out of the great gate, I stood 
under a p ile of charms a foot in thickness, 
which had been added year by year, to 
ward off sickm« « and harm .—Helen H. rl.

A LAND ALMOST AS

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Living in such scenes of enchantment, those 
people are as light of heart and sunny in dis 
position as children, and so polite and pleas 
ure lo\ ing as to ex cite the admiration of even 
their Frenchand Italian visitors. There is 
no dwelling so humble but it has a spot for 
trees and flowers. 
The rich have gardens in 
which are faithful reproductions in miniature 
of their varied landscapes, hidden in trees and 
flowering shrubbery . 
Every farmer’s plot 
of land is beautiful and adorned. 
The gold 
of the ripened rice and wheat Is contrasted 
against a Imckground of green foliage. What­ 
ever name may be given to the religion of 
that people, and whatever creeds and doc­ 
trines may have been engrafted upon their 
beliefs, the main feature of their worship is 
an intense love, amounting almost to an ado-

of nature.

They have built their temples on

the sun ever enjoy ed. They bad what was 
known as the “ Ichi-roku” day s—that is all 
the day s in the lunar months that were desig- 
one or 8ix * 
Thus the 
6th, 11th, 
10th, -1st and 26th day s of each month were 
kiwi holiday s. 
In addition to these the 
birthday s of the ruling emperor and empress, 
and also of several of the greatest of their 
predecvssors of the; ruling dy nasty , which 
reaches back through 2,600 y ears, are holi­ 
day s. Every village has holiday s in honor 
of its {» iron saint, and the saints of tho 
famous temples and shrines have festal day s. 
On all of these the people, in their holiday 
dresses, gather at the temples and shrines for 
thanksgiving and to admire the beauties of 
earth nnd sky 
Pilgrimages are a marked 
ot. th? Japanese life, but they are not 
characterized by the austerity of the Chris­ 
t y 
and Mohammedan world. 
No school 
children, liberated from long study , could be 
happier and gay er than these people as thev 
go along the shaded highway s. Whole neigll- 
borhoods turnout their populaiio n, leaving 
>nly enough people at home to eare for the 
households and go sometimes hundreds of 
miles on what may appropriatelv \m called 
thest* religious picnics. They walk along the 
dmded avenues, talking, laughing and sing­

V*1. vvhen weary from walking in 
the shade ot the great tret's by Home clear 
somo bubbliug spring. All the« ) 
great highway s are lined with tea booths, 
here tea, rice, eggs or cakes can l*e had for 
an incomparably low price. 
In the villages, which are almost continu­ 
ous along these roads, there are numerous 
hotels where these pleasure seeking pilgrims 
get their dusty feet bathed on arrival, a bath 
before retiring, two meals and a bed for ten 
or fifteen cents for each person.

and fragrance o f t in* cherry blo sso m*. There* 
are large gro ves o f thedo uble flo wered cherry 
tret's in ail parfs o f the co untry, which gro w 
to enormoUK size.

ro se, and when in full blo o m them gro ves are 
a marvel o f beauty, and are visited by tho u­ 
sands o f peo ple, who spend the who le day in 
these flo wery avenues.

autumn, when the golden rice and wheat 
and the brown millet have been gathered 
the harvest festival is held in every part of 
the country . There in the grov» « , on soft 
green carpets spread by nature*, under the 
full harvest moon, they make merry , night 
after night, with song and dance. 
At these 
harvest festivals all classes, from prince to 
peasant, rejoice over the ample winter’s 
store.

C ondition o f th e W orking w onieu. 
T here are 200,000 workingwomen in New 
1 ork. 
The highest 
average earnings of 
these workers is $7 a week. 
Numbers earn 
but $5 a week. 
Thousands are unable, with 
six teen hours’ work every day , to reach the 
lower amount. The prices for the work they 
do is miserable almost bey ond belief. 
Com 
petition both in trade and in the labor mar­ 
ket has wrought this state of things, and 
under the ex isting conditions there is no 
prospect of letter times. 
With a continual 
foreign immigration which maintains the sup­ 
ply of unskilled and partly skilled female la­ 
bor, and the competition in manufacturing 
which compels the producer to avail himself 
of every help, the workingwomen are ground 
as between the upper and the nether mill­ 
stone. and there is no help for them. But it 
is evident that society cannot longer tolerate 
a state of things which involves an inhu­ 
manity that would shame savages; which 
gives the lie hourly to the assumed Chris­ 
tianity of the nation; and which not only 
fosters and encourages but tends to justify 
tho feeling of hatred and enmity toward the 
state and the whole social sy stem so nicnac- 
ingly progressive and apparent to day . 
As to the gravity of the subject there can 
be no question, and it is becoming more 
serious and more pressing continually . 
Jt is 
literally true that chattel slavery never in­ 
volved such unmitigated suffering as a large 
percentage of the workingwomen endure 
is not less literally true that human beings 
thus chained to the oar can by no possibility 
develop t heir higher faculties. They can only 
be either drudges or dangers. They are, in 
fact, prusonere of poverty , and in them the 
New AY or Id has reproduced tho saddest and 
most depiorablo condition of the oldmie — 
New \ ork Tribune.
